The American commissioners, in a 
written communication, will declare that 
the third article of the protoco! regard- 
ing the Philippines is capable of only one 
fair construction, that no arbitration is 
needed to elucidate its terms and that 
the United States cannot admit any 
other power to figure here purely as a 
lexicologist. 

They wil) maintain that the two commlis- 
Gions are charged to aetermine whether 
Spain or the United States shall in future 
own the Philippines. 

This will be accompanied by the 
clear declaration that the United 
States will possess the Philippines. 

Following this declaration, the American 
commissioners will lay before the Spaniards 
Jiwo alternatives. 

First—To accept a sum of money from 
the United States and to cede and evacu- 
ate the Philippines. \ 

Second—To lose the Phiiippines to the 
Tnited States by conquest with the pos- 
gpibflity of other territorial losses to !n- 
demnify the United States for the added 
expense of conquest. 


This communication may not be formally 
designated as an ultimatum, but it wlll lack 
naught of the conclusiveness indicated by 
that word. Ths will be so plain that the 
Spanish commissioners will scarcely haggle 
for money on the first alternative nor 
cherish any doubt of American action under 
the second, should the first be declined. 

No one here, except the American comm's- 
sioners. KNOWS how much will be tendered 
Spain as the cheapest and most humane 
way of settling the difficulty. She is ex- 
ceedingiy anxious to escape the Philippines 
debt and possibiy the sum to be offered may 
be determined by an analysis of that debt, 
which consists of $40,000,000 in bonds, on 
which she realized $36,000,000. Of the lacter 
amount she is believed to have expended

Washington, November 20.—(Spectal.)—A 
lot of republican leaders are calling Mark 
Hanna, the “Croker” of the republican 
party. These are men w have listened 
to the criticism which says that some part, 
at least, of the democratic defeat in New 
York was due to the frequent utterances of 
the Tammany chief, and they mean by 
their Croker simile that Hanna is talking 
too much. 

Of course they are not making a display 
of thelr criticisms. There is. not one of 
them, no matter how secure he may feel 
in his own state, who does not wear the 
power of the man from Ohio; but they are 
doing much talking on the quiet, and the 
trend of their criticism is not particularly 
complimentary to Hanna, «¢ 

The “fatter with Hanna. 

The thing that is the matter with Hanna, 
as they is that he is entirely too 
frank in some of his utterances to suit 
these other republican politicians, and he 
makes no secret of his dictatorship. 

Hanna's political methods are those of a 
man who wields an ax. He has no use for 
the delicate niceties of political manipula- 
tion—if he wants to get a man he goes after 
him, finds his price, and, if they can agree 
on terms, pays it promptly. Hanna an- 
nounces that he proposes, as soon as con- 
gress meets, to open national committee 
headquarters here In Washington, and this 
is construed by some of the men who 
imagine that they are still factors in the 
republican party as a threat that Hanna, 
through the committee, proposes to dictate 
what congress shall do. That is just/what 
it does mean. Hanna proposes to use the 
committee to enforce his ideas in all 
matters pertaining to legislation. His crit-

Three Men Escaped from British 
Ship a8 She Broke Up, 


TWENTY-THREE {IVES LOST 


Body 


of One of the Victims Floats 
Ashore and Is Given a Burial 


VESSEL WAS RUNNING FULL SPEEE 


On Account of the Weather Prevailing 
the Lookout Was Unable To See 
the Breakers Until the 
Vessel Was Upon 
Them, 


November 20.—Additional 
Zritish ship Atlanta, 
from Tacoma, to 


Portland, Ore., 
particulars of the 
Captain Charles McBride, 
Capetown, Thursday morning, at a point 
five miles south of Alsea, were brought 
here by a correspondent of the Associated 
who went to the scene. 

Twenty-three lives were lost, including 
all the officers of the ship, and only three 
sailors tell the terrible story 
of the wreck. 

The survivors are:

Joe Cassa, Williamson T, 
Michael Galligher, David Green, Jacobson, 
Pedro Gregory, John Marks, John Smith, 
seaman, Hamilton. Unknown are two 
cooks,:a carpenter, a sailmaker, a second 
mate and one sailor. 

The body of Jacobson was recovered and 
buried yesterday. 

The ship stood off on the starboard tack 
until Wednesday night about 12 o'clock. She 
kept backing off, steering southeast by east 
and running under full sail, when sude lenly 
the lookout sang out. “Breakers ahead.” 
Almost at the same time the ship struck 
with a tremendous crash. She arose again 
on the heavy ground swell, lurched § for- 
ward, struck again, was carried further by 
the seas. struck a third time and .com- 
menced to settle at once. 

The seas by this time were washing com- 
pletely over the vessel, and the decks were 
quickly cleared of everything movable. The 
crew had taken the rigging, most of 
them the mizzen mast. Within half an 
hour after striking, the hull broke in two, 
The main mast fell, and this started the 
mizzen mast. On which nearly all the crew 
had taken refuge.

Singularly, the dis- 
tricts of Delaware, eastern Pennsylvania, 
southern Georgia, Nevada, New Mexico 
western Virginia and Wyoming show that 
no persons therein have applied to be ad- 
judged bankrupt.

Surgeon General Recounts Labors of the 
Medical Corps. 


PHYSICIANS WERE TOO FEW 


Hospital Men Were Not Provided and 
Were Hard To Secure. 


NEARLY 2,000 FEMALE NURSES WERE USED 


Papers Show Why Medicinal Supplies 
Were Scarce in Cuba During 
the Conflict.

‘ine want of a sufficient oody or trained 
hospital corps men newessitated the detail 
of enlisted men from the requirements for 
hospitai duties in several of the camps 
and the employment of trained nurses at 
the general houspitais. Over 1,im” temaie 
nurses have been emp.oyed, at first at the 
general ‘hospitals and laier at the field 
division hospitals, when it became evident 
that the field servive purposes for which 
the latter had been organized would have 
to give place to the imperative need of 
caring for the many sick men coming from 
vhe regimental camps. : 

“Immediately upon the declaration of 
war, April 2ist, steps were take to obtain 
medical supplies fur the new volunteer 
army. The manufacture was expediteu 
with the utmost dispatch On May 4a, 
fcreseeing that it would be impossible to 
fave ready for issue to the volunteer regi- 
ments, as soon as they were mustered in, 
the necessary articles of fie.d equipment, I 
telegraphed the governors of the several 
states for authority to use the medical 
equipment of the national guard in the 
state until our army medical supplies were 
‘ready for issue. Most of the governors 
who had field equipment responded prompt- 
ly and satisfactorily, but unfortunately, 
many of the state medical departments had 
no such equipment. Meanwhile the officers 
in charge of medical supp:y depots wer 
directed to make arrangements so tnat sup- 
plies could be inimediately obtained for 
100,000 men for six months. 

“Whenever notice was received from the 
adjutant gereral’s office that commands 
were to be moved or camps formed. I en- 
deavored to anticipate -he wents of the 
trcops by telegraphing to the officer in 
charge of the supply depot to forward. sup- 
plics for the stated number of men. 

Some Soldiers Too Young. 


“In my opinion the reduction

early days of their camp iife All military 
experience shows. that young men under 
twenty-one years break down readily un- 
der the strain of war service, and as every 
regiment had many of these youths in its 
ranks, medical examiners were appointed 
to testify to the physica] qualifications of 
each man before acceptance, but notwith- 
standin this, so many men were 
unfit for service from causes existing 
prior to enlistment that special arrange- 
ments had to be made for their discharge.

Typhoid Fever Broke Down Men. 


“It was typhoid fever which broke down 
the strength of the commands generally, 
the outbreak becoming distinctly manifest 
in July. Sporadic cases appeared in most 
of the regiments in May and June, these 
cases having been brought in many in- 
stances from the state camps. In_ fact, 
some regiments, as the Fifteenth Minne- 
sota, suffered more from this disease at 
their state rendezvous than any other regi- 
ments in the large federal camps. It ap- 
pears from a general review of the sani- 
tary reports already filed that the preval- 
ence of the disease was proportioned to the 
insanitary camp conditions which I have 


referred to. The probability of its’ com-* 


munication to soldiers in camp through the 
agency of flies was pointed out as a reason 
for insisting on a sanitary police of the 
strictest character. 

“It 4s well known to the medical profes- 
sion that thia fever is propagated by a 
contaminated water supply, and it is now 
recognized that the great prevalence of 
this disease in an aggravated form in the 
camps of the civil war was due to the use 
of surface and shallow well waters infected 
by typhoid excreta. To_ prevent transmis- 
sion by the water supply, I recommended 
the use of boiled and filtered water when 
@ pure spring supply could not be obtained, 
and to enable an efficient filteration of sus- 
pected waters to made, field filters of 
approved construction were issued on my 
recommendation by the quartermaster s 
department. . 

Care of the Sick and Wounsed. 


“The seriously sick.were to be treated in 
division field hospitals «unless their transfer 
to a genera] hospital was advisable) under 
the care of the most experienced physicians 
and able surgeons on duty with each 
division. Medical officers left on duty with 
their regiment were to exercise sanitary 
supervision over the well men and to de- 
termine whether a soldier reporting him-

+ self sick sheuld Le sent to hospital or re- 


main as a trivial case under the treatment 
in quarters. This consolidation of the med- 
ical force by divisions, implying as it did, 
the breaking up cf the regimental hospitals 
met with a strong op Dositicn from regi- 
mental officers, particularly from those who 
were not detailed for special service at the 
division hospitals. 
The Fifth Army Corps. 

“Long before this corps embarked for 
Cuba its Held hospitals were in condition 
for efticient service. Subsequent events, 
however, rendered valueless these prepara-~ 
tions of the medical department. When 
the command embarked on the transport 
vesse!s, the baggage wagons and mules 
were left behind. The ambulance trains of 
all the divisions with a large part of the 
outfit of each of the hospitals were also 
left behind Three ambulance wagons were 
taken apart and stored on one of the ves- 
These did excellent service at San 
Juan and EK] Caney. ‘Ten of the ambulances 
of the Third or reserve divisional hospital 
were Subsequently shipped to Cuba, where 
they arrived July 2d, and were of value in 
moving the sick and wounded to the hos- 
pital at Siboney and to the hospital ships 
and transports. Of the property and sup- 
plies carried to Cuba a portion was not 
avallable. for service at the time it was 
moved, to-wit: on July lst, 2d and 3d, when 
the El Caney and San Juan wounded were 
coming from the front for eare and treat- 
ment. This was because in general no op- 
portunity was afforded to fand the medical 
property. 

“BKMarnest efforts were made by medical 
officers to have supplies at the front with 
the troops. During and after the battles 
at El Caney and san Juan there was an 
insufficiency of tents, cuts, bedding and 
medicines, due to the causes stated, but all 
the thospitals were well equipped for sur- 
gical work. 

“After the capitulation of Santiago the 
troops at the front broke down rapidly 
under the fatigues they had undergone and 
the malarial influences to which they Were 
exposed; but by this time an ample sup- 
piv of tents, furniture, bedding, clothing 
and medical stores ‘thad reached Siboney, 
together with a corps of trained nurses and 
a force of surgeons, tnose sent to duty at 
the yellow fever hospital being immune to 
that disease. Meanwhile, to relieve the 
pressure on the field hospitals, such conva- 
lescents and sick as could bear the journey 
heme were sent to the United States on 
transport vessels. This was an emergency 
rreasure to relieve penn mage at Siboney 
and permit of the tramfer to them of the 
men who were sick in regimental camps. 

“™)e transfer of troops from Santiago 
te Montauk Point, N. Y., was also an emer- 
gency measure, and the great responsibility 
of exeluding yellow fever infection from 
every transport rested on the medical offi- 


sole 
seis. 


| cers who had. charge of the embarkation. 


Had they failed in this duty, the effect 
would have been disastrous during the voy- 
age to the men confined on shipboard, and 
the risk of importing the disease into this 
country would have been greatly increased. 

“It is needless to refer at this time to 
the complaints of starvation which ap- 
peared almost datly in the newspapers 
during the occupation of Camp Wikoff, for 
it is now generally understood that the 
weakness, prostration, anaemia and ema- 
ciation of so many of the troops were the 
results of malarial, typhoid and yellow 
fever. from which the army suffered as 
a consequence of its exposure to the climat- 
ic influences and local infections of Santia- 
go and its neighborhood pending and sub 
sequent to the surrender of the city. 

Troops in the Home Camps. 

“The method of hospital organization in 
these camps was practical.y the same, 
and there was- much similarity in the con- 
ditions affecting them and correspondingly 
in their ‘history. Regiments reported in but 
few instances with the material and sup- 
plies for their medical care, but they 
brought sick men with them and these re- 
quired immediate care. Provision had to 
be made for division hospitals in view of 
future field service and for regimental hos- 
pitals in view of the immediate necessity. 

“Chief surgeons of corps and divisions 
becan the organization and equipment or 
their field division hospitals and ambulance 
companies, but they were met at the out- 
set by the apparent impossibility of secur- 
ing men for service as cooks, nurses, litter 
bi ambuiance drivers, teamsters, etc. 

“As arule the hospitals were kept in 
campaigning condition—that is, the tents 
were neither framed nor floored, until the 
increased prevalence of typhoid fever at- 
tracted attention to their crowded condi- 
tion. when the object of their existence 
1 ame suddeniv changed from a school 
for field service to a hospital for the treat- 
ment of a local outbreak of disease. Spe- 
cial diet kitchens, under the management 
of capable individuals, were opened at most 
of the hospitals. Money for this purpose 
was sent to them by me from funds con- 
tributed and placed in my care. Money 
was also sent directly by individuals and 
relatives, and the Red Cross committees 
supplied quantities of ice and milk, chick- 
en. eggs, lemons, etc. Pajamas, night 
shirts and other articles of hospital cloth- 
{ne were also provided by the Red Cross 
and other aid societies. Subsequently the 
order authorizing the commutation of the 
cick soldiers’ ration at @ cents rendered 
these hospitals wholly indepefident of. out- 
side assistance. 

“About July 20th the troops for the inva- 
sion of Porto Rico embarked and sailed. 
The field hospital accommodations with 
this exp@ditionary force were ample and 
the cumnplies abundant. 

Troops on the Pacific Coast. 

“The precautions taken to secure a good 
sanitary condition of the vessels prior to 
embarkation and the sanitary supervision 
exercised over the men during their long 
vovage must be credited with the excel- 
lent condition in which the troops arrived 
at Manila. 

‘The want of hospital corps men was the 
main cause of the failure of chief sur- 
gecns to estallish their division hospita!s 
promptly. Instead of orgarizing for field 
service. their time was occupied and their 
energies spent in endeavoring to procurg 
the necessary men by enlistment or trans- 

After a time, when sickness invaded 
camps and the division hospitals be- 
filled, operations for field service 

had to give place to the immediate necessi- 
ty for caring for the sick. The division 
hosnitals hecame expanded, as at Siboney

“From tables of absolute numbers and of 
ratios by which the incidence of sickness 
and mortality of the regular and volunteer 
troops may be contrasted it will be seen 


-that the exposures of the regular troops 


during the Santiago campaign gave them 
from June to September a higher death 
rate than the volunteers, and that the rate 
of the latter during August, the month of 
maximum mortality, was 3.62, as compared 
with 5.83 among the regular troops. 


Volunteer Relief Work. 


“My gulding principle throughout the war 
has been that relief, when needed, should 
be promptly accepted without reference to 
the source from which it came. The relief 
afforded by the National Red Cross at Si- 
beney was promptly accepted by the sur- 
geCcns on the spot, but it is evident that it 
was entirely inadequate to meet the emerg- 
ency. This association has had full au- 
thority to send agents and supplies to all 
of our camps since June 9th, 1898, and it has 
contributed supplies of various kinds in a 
most liberal] manner for the use of our field 
hospitals. Other organigations which have 
rendered very valuable services are the Na- 
tlenal Relief Commission, having its head- 
quérters in Philadelphia, and the Massa- 
chusetts Volunteer Aid Association, with 
headquarters in Boston. Both of these 
organizations fitted out hospital ships which 
were placed at my service for the trans- 
pertation of our sick from Porto Rico, and 
[I take pleasure in testifying to the valuable 
Services rendered by the yacht May, of 
the National+s Relief Commssion, and the 
hospital ship Bay State, of the Massachu- 
setts Volunteer Aid Association. 

“Before concluding my renort of the 
operations of the medical department dur- 
ing our short and glorious war with Spain, 
I feel it my duty to call special attention 
to the efficient services rendered by the 
medical officers of the army in the various 
responsible positions which the exigencies 
of the service have made it necessary for 
them to fill.’’

CUT IN WAGES GOES

| Augusta Facteries Open This Morning 


with a New Seale for Work. 
THE HANDS ARE DISSATISFIED 


Mills Are Said To Be Paying More 
Than Their Competitors. 


THERE |S SOME TALK OF STRIKE 


Merchant Friends of Operatives Have 
Asked Owners To Defer the Cut 
for a Conference.

Augusta, Ga. November 20.—(Special.)— 
The announced cut in the factories of the 
Augusta mill district will go into effect 
tcmorrow. There has been a general pro- 
test among the operatives against the cut, 
but the management of the mills insist 
that it is equitable, as the Augusta mills 
are paying more than their competitors, 
and that the cut is absolutely necessary. 

In view of the large additions to our 
leading mills and the new mills recently 
built, the operpives do not concede the 
necessity for the cut, and there are se- 
rious apprehensions in the mil] @istrict 
that it is the beginning of labor troubles 
in our mills, which have so long been ex- 
empt. 

The smallest of our mills—the Isaetta— 
will not run tomorrow, because of the crip- 
pled condition of its force, growing out of, 
notices served on them by hands who an- 
nounced théy “would quit when the eut 
goes into effect. 

It is thought that the number who will 
quit work in the large mills may handicap 
their weaving department for a while, but 
the mills anticipate no continued embar- 
rassment. They all expert to run as usal 
tomorrow. 

An effort is being made by merchant 
friends of the operatives to induce the 
mill presidents to postpone the date when 
the cut shall go into effect, in order that 
further conference may be had. President 
“stes told the petitioners he thought the 
issue might as well be made now as at any 
time, but agreed to call the Manufactur- 
ers’ Association together Monday to con- 
sider the petition. 

Th is a good deal of talk about a 
strike, but the fact that the cut {ts not 
below the wages paid in .other mills, and 
that the entrance upon the winter season 
is a very. bad time to strike, will probably 
prevent any general strike. There is con- 
siderable talk in the mill district, howev- 
er, and apprehension of a strike is felt in 
sole quarters.

Terre Haute, Ind., November 20.—Morton 
Hudson, of this city, has just arrived from 
Mexico, Where he has been in prison for 
over half a year. Last February Hudson 
and a friend named Powell went on a pros- 
pecting tour near Toiuca, Mexico. They 
were returning from the town of Veregcue- 
ra, Where they had been to purchase sup- 
plies for their camp, when they were set 
upon by two Mexican highwaymen. 

One of ° Mexicans clapped a pistol 
to Powell's head, but the American grap- 
pled his assailant and the two fell from 
their horses. The second Mexican. who 
was armed with a machete, was in the act 
of plunging it into Powetli's back, when 
Hudson brought nun tro the ground with a 
well directed shot. 

The first Mexican wus rapidly overpower- 
ing Powell, when the latter called for help. 
Hudson went to his assistance, when the 
highwayman aimed his pistol at the ad- 
vancing man. Hudson was too quick, how- 
ever, and shot the man through the breast. 

The two Americans then concealed them- 
selves in the mountains until they finally

Hudson was thrown into jail at Tenac- 
ingo, but finally got a letter to his brother 
in this city and the authorities in Wash- 
ington secured his trial and release.

The lines be- 
tween prohibition and anti-pronibition das 
been drawn tight, and it would be nu sur- 
prise many Should the lines 
the two parties break and the 
forces come together in u contest 
the ballot will play no part.

Rev. Sam Jones is a prohib!tionist. 
is a successful member of that purty. for 
during the time he has been in Macon he 
has made prohibitionists at every turn, Ha 
has arraigned the anti-prohibitionist erowd 
with this seorching, honest invective and 
it is beljeved has turned the tide in what 
Was once a hopeless race for the party of 
prohibition. 

Whisky Men Confident. 

The anti-prohibitionists Lelieve they have 
the battle won, but withal are not resting 
on their oars or idling away their time 
with vain prediction. They are at work 
harder than ever in the hope that prohibi- 
tion agitation will be buried under such a 
majority that it will be lost to view for 
several years to come. According to the 
“antis’’ Bibl county will cast a vote of 
5.000, of which 3,40 will go solid for their 
side. 

Claims of illegal have been 
made by both sides. The prohibitionists as- 
eert that their opponents have gone ahead 
aud paid the taxes of hundreds of “egroes 
in the county, keeping the tax receipts for 
an assurance that t will stand 
by their contract. The anti-prohibition- 
ists make no effort to deny the charge. 
They admit it. But they come vack at 
the prohibitionists with counter charges 
and ridicule them with having done the 
Same thing on the sly. It is believed that 
over fifty illegal registrations :jhave been 
detected so far, and while the search is 
going on there is hope that plenty of eth- 
ers will be found. 

The campaign has gone further ‘than tie 
temperance tent. It has reached out to 
the Macon papers and in the columns o! 
The News ana The Telegraph are appear- 
ing daily communicated letters (for wich 
the papers receive 10 cents a line) from 
prominent men in the city on both sides of 
the fight. The letters sre read eagerly 
an@ many of them are carefully prepared 
campaign arguments. In one publisned 
this morning Rev. Sam Jones is bLitteriy 
arraignel. The writer suggests severnl 
questions for him to answer, more or less 
pertinent to tie issues involved. 

How the Campaign Startej. 

The prohibition campaign now going on 
in Bibb county began ir the carly part of 
October tast, when Hion. Dupont Guerry 
addressed an open letter to ihe voters of 
Bibb calling for an election on iocal option 
prohibition in the county, and in a sport 
time the reauired number of signatures 
were added to the address, The ordinary 
of the county was directed to call the test 
after several efforts on the part of the 
council and city government of Macon to 
have the idea abandoned or at least post- 
poned. The overtures of the city authori- 
ties. made on the ground that the county 
could not well stand an e.ection at this 
time. were ignored by the party of gentle- 
men at whose head Hon. Dupont Guetry 
was placed. 

The campaign work really began in the 
latter part of October, when Rev. J. W. 
Lee. of North Carolina, was invited to come 
to Macon in the interest of prohibition. The 
tent went up back of the Mulberry street 
church and the meetings began and were 
held nightly. 

Rev. J. W. Lee, of Norih 
preached. By way of variety, he atacues 
the mayor and city government of Macon, 
the mayors of Atianta, Augusta and ‘Sa- 
vannah severally and jointly. At one time, 
according to a report in one of the Macon 
papers. he called the mayor of Mawon a 
liar. Cards were passed between the two 
gentlemen and Rev. Mr. Lee afterwards 
stated that the report was an and 
that ‘he had never used the language at- 
tributed to him about the mayor of any 
Lown. ‘ 

After the departure of Rev. J. W. 
Rey. Francis Murphy, of [Iilinois, was 
brought to Macon to continue the work 
started by his predecessor. Chaplain Sam 
Smo, of the Thira United States voouriecs 
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engineers, soongethe with his regiment 
camp in Macon, and his services were 
once seeured for a series of meetings 
the tent. 

Rev. Sam Jones brought 
and with Rev. George Start 
the Certral City to fight in the interest 
of prolitition. Since his arrival the tem- 
perance tent has been crowded en every 
occasion.

A Talk with A. Block.

Ile can- 
didiv admits that the passage of the local 
option bill will injure the Acme brewery 
to a considerabie extent, as well as nearly 
every other business interest in the city of 
Macon. 

Sitting in his well furnished home, he 
talked with unusual eundor to the represen- 
tative of The Constitution about the out- 
come of the present agitation. “Oh, we 
will win,.”’ he said. ‘‘The soli husiness eje- 
ment of Macon is with us, heart and soul, 
and we propos« to give a majority on the 
day of the election for anti-prohibition that 
will settle the question in this county for 
some years to come at least.

Hon. Dupont Guerry’s Views. 

Tlon. DuPont Guerry, chairman of the 
executive committee of the prohibition 
party, is not so confident of the final out- 
come of the election and states that of the 
legally registered votes the prohibitionists 
have a certain majority. He 1s of the opin- 
ion that the illegally registered vote will 
decide the contest. and that {f those yotes 
can be demcted and ruled out before the dav 
for the election there will be no doubt of 
the success of his party. He said this after- 
noon: 

“As chairman of the executive committee 
my work has been too general for me to 
gather much information in detafl, but I 
am morally certain that a majority of those 
who have legaily registered are for proni- 
bition. 

“When the campaign 
2,600 had registered, nearly 
now have 3,640 whites and 
round numbers, 

“The ‘antis’ openlv carried negroes to the 
tax collector's office, paid their taxes and 
registered them, keeping their tax receipts 
“3 means Of compulsion, 

“We did not pursue this course, but re- 
lied and still rely on those, both white and 
colored, Who are honestly with us and have 
paid their own taxes. 

“The Nquor dealers and their employees, 
of course, are against us, and thev are the 
backbone of our city ring; so that nearly 
all the city officials and employees and 
those whom the city patronizes and favors 
with profitable city contracts are also 
against us. Besides all this, there are a 
few gentelmen who prefer high license 
to local option prohibition, who wil) vote 
With the liquor men. Some of them will 
vote with us and some will not vote at all. 

“The great masses of our people, white 
and colored, in the town and county, who 
are influenced by public considerations and 
who are not personally interested in «the 
liquor business and who are not members 
of the ring, are with us and they constitute 
a majority of the legal vote. 

“The real pivot is the illegal vote. To 
make an estimate IT would say that if all 
the facts could be obtained as to ages, resi- 
dence, disqualification on account of crime, 
ficticious and repeated registrations and 
non-payment of taxes, there would be a’ 
leaSt 1,590 illegal voters who have been reg- 
istered,”’ 
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Crowd at the Tent. 

During the long campaign of the past 
month no suah crowd has listened to the 
arguments of prohibition as the one that 
filed through the doors of the tent back of 
the ‘Mulberry street. church this after- 
noon. he people came from miles around 
to near the much advertised sermen of 
Rev. George R. Stuart on the “Arraign- 
ment of the Liquor Traffic,"" and many of 
them to align themselves for the first time 
with the forces of prohibition. The larce 
tent was literally packed and on the edges 
peering over the heads of those in front 
of them were hundreds of intent listencrs 
eatching only now and then a word or 
two the evangelist raised his voice in 
indignation against What termed the 
greatest enemy of the human race. 

The sermon was effective. The speaker 
moved his audience from the very start 
with his forceful eloquence, turned their 
attention at one moment to the home 
made sad by the abuse of the whisky 
habit and at the next brought laughter to 
eyes in which tears of pity still lingerev. 

On the platform behind the speaker sat 
the friends of prohibition, who have been 
carrying on the fight. In front sat the 
multitude, nearly all of whom wore the 
white ribbon, in sign of their devotion to 
the cause 

There can Le no doubt but what 
message to the audience at the tent 
afternoon will be found to have had its 
weight when the votes are counted on the 
night December ist. Whether pronib!- 
tion carries the county or whether the par- 
ty of anti-prohihition is yietorlous st the 
polls, it remains that today Was a gala 
dav for the cause represented by the wiiite 
ribbon. Votes were made on every hand, 
if one ean judge from the enthusiasm of 
the moment.

Hardly ad 
they reached the city when the reports be- 
more frequent and alarming as to 
the threatening of the colored troops, and 
Colonels Biddle and Ceci], of General Wil- 
son's staff, were sent out to summon Coio- 
ne) Gaillard and the remaining compan-es 
of the Third engineers to go at once to the 
camp of the Sixth Virginia and ke full 
con rol of the situation. The order reach- 

@d the camp at 1l p. m. 

Colonel Gaillard, who ‘s a regular army 
officer with much experience, immedfately 
ordered the proper calls sounded and in a 
brief time had the regiment under 
Ammunition to the amount of 
rounds ner man ‘was distributed and the 
regiment, led by the colonel, was on the 
march. Orders were eiven that no noise 
of unnecessary kind be made and the 
march to the eolored camp was made so 
quietiv that few citizens

Colonel Gaillard marched rapidly to the 
scene of trouble and had the regiment cov- 
ering the camp in all directions before the 
realized that thev were he- 
ing surrounded and held in arrest. Many 
of the colored soldiers were already in ped, 
but the entire command was ordered out 
into line and ordered to stack arms in front 
of the companies. 

Much amazed at this turn of affairs and 
soinewhat duzed by the sight of a stern 
array of white soldiers all about them, the 
colored men stacked their guns and found 
the entire regiment under’ arrest and 
guard. 

Six hundred and twenty-nine guns were 
loaded inta the empty wagons brought 
along by the engineers and were hauled 
back to their camp. 

The Third battalion of engineers, under 
Major Van Ornum, was left in charze of 
the camp, with sentinels on all the lines, 
Supplanting those of the Virginia regl- 
ment.

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As to Special Elections. 

The year now drawing to a close has 
been fruitful of elections, the number 
being more than suffiicient to have sup- 
plied: each month with its particular 
election, if regularly distributed. These 
electiong have been varied in kind as 
they have been plentiful in number. The 
people of Fulton county have had pri- 
maries and genera] elections, conugres- 
sional, senatorial, legislative, county 
officers, and city elections from the may- 
orality to municipal ownership, until 
the patience of a-patriotic public has 
ben well-nigh exhausted. 

One campaign has followed so closely 
upon the heels of another that the be- 
wildered voter has jhardly recovered 
his accustomed equanimity and business 
establishments scarcely resumed their 
regular routine, before they have been 
again upset by the zealous importuni- 
ties of the omnipresent candidate. And 
whatever may be said of the clever of- 
fice seekers who, from time to time, offer 
their services to the people of Iulton 
county, they cannot be accused of 
slothfulness in their campaigning, or 
of neglecting any opportunity of dis- 
playing their political wares for the con- 
sideration of the doubtful yoter. 

These frequent campaigns have inter- 
fered with the due course of,trade and 
commerce in Atlania to such an extent 
that the merchants of the city have 
actively interested themselves in the 
consolidation of elections as far as 
practicable. 

The editorial which recently appeared 
in the Constitution urging the iegisia- 
ture to spare the busines community 
the necessity for further special elec- 
tions at this time, found prompt re- 
sponse in the communications from 
prominent merchants whose cards, 
srongly approving this protest, have 
been printed in these columns. 

The business publicis entitled to due 
consideration at the hands of the law 
makers and should be protected against 
the too frequent crusades of office-see- 
kers whose laudible zeal so often tends 
to demoralize business and trade. Should 
conflict arise between the interests of the 
mercantile establishments of Atlanta, 
and the interests of the office seekers, 
we believe the legislature will not be 
slow to settle the conflict. 

So far as the bills providing for the 
election of judges and solicitors of the 
city courts are concerned, The Consti- 
tution heartily approves the main prin- 
ciple involved in all the pending bills— 
that of election by the people. At the 
same time we believe that the details by 
which this principle can be accomplished 
should be so worked out as to obviate 
the necessity of a special election. This 
can be accomplished by a consolidation 
of the material provisions of the senate 
and house biils, making the positions 
elective by the people, and deferring the 
election until the next general gtaie 
election is held. 

We assume ihat the authors of all the 
bills desire to the senti- 
ment of the people of Fulton county, 
and we believe the course suggested 
would meet the approval of nine-tenths 
of the population of the county, exclu- 
sive of prospective candidates and those 
otherwise interested. But if for any 
reason this plan may prove defective, 
the wisdom and tact of the leg- 
islature in whose province the whole 
matter rests. may be depended upon to 
preserve the main principle of the va- 
rious bills, and at the same time pro- 
tect the people of Fulton county against 
another special election at this time. 

The people, and especialiy the mer- 
cantile interests, will iook with anxious 
interest to their representatives in both 
branches of the legislature, to see that 
this is done.

General Weyler’s Wrath. 

According to the latest news from 
Spain, General Weyler is an irrecon- 
cilable. He holds that the Spanish 
army has not been defeated. and that 
the misfortune to his country is due to 
the work of an inefficient navy. 

It ig a little late for General Weyler 
to obtain any advantage out of the war 
which has been waged between the Unit- 
ed States and Spain. Its result is al- 
ready a matter of history and cannot 
be recalled. It rests with Spain to 
think what she pleases about the work 
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of her.navy. That is a matter which 
is purely of her own eonecern. Gen- 
eral Weyler cannot help his country by 
crying over the result of the late war. 
His own admission of the inefficiency of 
the Spanish navy is an admission that 
Spain cannot be a trans-oceanic power. 
She must return to the field which lays 
before her in purely European polities. 
It was as a European power that Spain 
obtained her greatest strength. It may 
be that the restoration of her greatness 
will lie in the same direction. If so, 
General Weyler has an opportunity to 
point out the way and to induce his 
countrymen into cultivating their home 
resources, and by making his nation a 
factor in the affairs of Europe. 

In such a fleld as this, the Spanish 
army would have an opportunity to 
show whether it was superior to the 
late Spanish navy. If General Weyler 
can evolve such superiority and turn 
the ambition of his countrymen in the 
direction mentioned, he may yet be- 
come the saving figure of Spanish in- 
terests. 
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Northern Conservatism. 

The conservatism of the northern 
and western press in discussing the race 
conflicts in the Carolinas, is pregnant 
with meaning. There may still be ed- 
itors who denounce without reason but 
we find such exponents of public senti- 
ment as ‘The Outlook of New York, The 
Herald of Boston, The Times Herald of 
Chicago, and The Post of Washington 
going to the root of the trouble, daring 
to divide the responsibility and not lay- 
ing all the blame on the southern com- 
munities and exonerating the blacks 
and their mistaken white leaders and 
sympathisers from al! fault. 

President McKinley has wisely de- 
clined to aggravate the situation, by 
yielding to the appeals of men who were 
banished from Wilmington and Phoe- 
nix and who would have him back them 
with the military power of the govern- 
ment. It is no gecret that Mr. McKin- 
ley reluctantly made certain appoint- 
ments in the south which hig bet- 
ter judgment told him would neither 
strenghten his party nor meet the ap- 
proval of good citizens. His closest 
adviser, however, insisted that there 
were political debts which must be paid 
without regard to consequences. 

James G. Blaine was the only repub- 
lican of prominence who had the right 
idea ‘about building up a republican 
party in the south, : 

Speaking once to the late General P. 
M. B. Young, he said: “If I was presi- 
dent, | would break your solid south. I 
would offer good federal places to such 
men as yourself, Brown and others of 
your standing.” 

The policy of appointing negroes to 
positions in which they antagonized the 
masses Of the people, was bad for the re- 
publican party and bad for the negroes. 
The conservative republicans of the 
north and west realize that now. The 
secular and the non-secular press confess 
it. The Outlook, which is one of the 
most carefully edited and strongest mag- 
azines ef this country, goes to the root of 
the troubles when it says that a grave 
mistake was made in conferring univer- 
sa] suffrage at the close of the war with- 
out regard to character or intelligence. 

At the Cooper Union meeting in New 
York a few nights ago.the sympathizers 
with Manly, the ex-editor of Wilming- 
ton, suggested that if North Carolina 
undertake to disfranchise a part of her 
population by an educational or other 
qualification, congress shall reduce the 
representation from that state. It was 
also proposed to include South Carolina 
and Mississippi in the same class and 
cut down the number of congressmen 
from both those states in proportion to 
the number of men disfranchised. But 
these southern states are not alone in 
limiting their right of suffrage. Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, California and 
Wyoming disfranchise ignorant citizens. 
Paupers are denied the right to vote in 
Delaware, Maine; Massachusetts, Mis- 
souri, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
Rhode Island and West Virginia, while 
Indiana and Illinois exclude United 
States soldiers, sailors and marines, and 
in Vermont the right of acitizen to cast a 
ballot is subject to the approval of the 
board of civil authority of the town or 
precinct in which he lives. 

As The New York Journal remarks: 
“What a beautiful instrument that last 
provision would be for maintaining Cau- 
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Regulating Hackmen. 

The numerous complaints which have 
been made about the conduct of hack- 
men in the city has led to action on the 
part of one of our municipal committees, 
which will bring about a regulation of 
these people. 

The proposed regulation is one of 
which no honest man can complain, Itis 
not a reflection upon those in the bus- 
iness who have kept clear from the of- 
fenses intimated. t is but an effort to 
elevate the business by providing that 
the men who engage in it shall be hon- 
est and reliable. 

In this day of general travel, when 
ladies or children have to travel alone, 
sometimes reaching their destination in 
large cities in the dark, it is highly im- 
portant that those men who are licensed 
to serve the public should be under some 
bond that that service will be performed 
properly and acceptably. The fact is 
that under the conditions the man 
who is licensed to offer his service as a 
hackman should be under the same re- 
straints and answerable to the same 
obligations as the policeman, whose duty 
it is to afford protection when called 
upon. The hack service of the city 
needs weeding out, the sooner the bet- 
ter. and thus an opportunity to labor 
will be opened up to better men, about 
whom we will hear no such complaints 


as have been made in the past. 
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The Copeland Bill. 

The Copeland biil, which has passed 
the Georgia house of representatives. Is 
in the right direction. 

The large increase of interstate pail- 
road systems has introduced an ele- 
ment into laboring life which is new. 
The citizen of one state, in the ner- 
formance of his duties, finds himself 
traveling throygh several states. Taking 
advantage of this fact, creditors who 
cannot enforce their claims against him 
under the law of one state, simply trans- 
fer them to some one in another state 
through which he travels, and thus 
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| brings him under the operations of a 


totally different judicial system. This 
kind of litigation has grown into an 
evil which demands attention. In Geor- 
gia there are certain garnishment laws 
which have been wisely enacted for the 
protection of laboring men. Those who 
credit these men are aware of the ex- 
istence of this law, and, therefore, take 
the chances in extending the credit 
and should not be permitted to escape 
the consequence of their own actions. 
After first seeking the custom of these 
men, often holding out inducements in 
order to obtain it, they then transfer the 
claim to some one in Chattanooga, Bir- 
mingham or in Charlotte and thus put 
their victim to the trouble and expense 
which is nothing short of legalized 
blackmail. Be the claim ever so un- 
just, it costs more money often than 
it is worth to take the trip to the point 
where it has been filed in court in order 
to fight it, and thus court records are 
made which must stand for all time 
against the victim. 

The bill of Senator Copeland is simply 
a renewal of the old declaration of trial 
by jury tn his own vicinage which we 
have inherited from England. Itisa 
just measure in every respect, and one 
which should not fail to. pass both 
houses. 
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It is thought that the main trouble

A Countryman’s Say About Taxes. 

Editor Constitution—The tax question 
seems to be the chief one just now, and as 
there is great. diversity of opinions and 
suggestions [ ask the indulgence of the 
reading public for a few thoughts on this 
line. e 

Have the people, who are now clamoring 
for a board of “tax equuiizers’’ forgotten 
that we had just such a law a few years 
ago and that it was the most unpopular 
thing ever thrust upon the people, and that 
it was overwhelmingly repealed by thie 
next legislature? Another such one would 
meet a similar fate, unless all voluntary 
returns are done away with. When a citi- 
zen makes out his list of taxes and swears 
to it and then three men at the county 
Site raise his returns and almost directly 
Charges the citizen of false swearing, then 
his indignation knows no bounds, No three 
or five men can sit at the county site and 
equalize the taxes. If we have such a board, 
do away with voluntary returns for taxes 
and let the board visit every militia dis- 
trict. But we have no use for this, because 
such a board could net get into a man’s 
sufe and count his cash or the number and 
value of his notes or Sonds. Nine-tenths 
of the increase of assessments would be 
made on the farmer and land owners, be- 
cause he cannot concea} his property. At 
this time all people are deploring the fate 
of the poor farmer, who is struggling under 
the burden of 4-cent cotton, and yet a board 
of tax equalization is demanded, when he 
is almost exclusively the target that ‘wil! 
be fired at by such a board. The grand 
jury has charge of this watter and it {s a 
part of their duty to examine the tax re- 
ceiver’s books. If property has been re- 
turned below its value they have a right 
to raise it. The grand jury is amore repre- 
sentative body than a board of tax equal- 
izers could be, unless composed of the same 
number of men, or visiting eacn alistrict. 

This legislature can lower our taxes by 
simply repealing one of the most infamous 
laws on our statute books. The people are 
not only burdened with state taxes, but 
taxes for county purposes are generally 
more than for the state. The expense of 
running the superior court in every county 
is the heaviest one and the people are taxed 
to pay it, and the clerk, sheriff and solict- 
tor general get the profiis. Let the legisla- 
ture repeal the law that allows these three 
men to get every dollar of fine and forfeit 
money that is paid into court and let it go 
into the county treasury for county pur- 
poses. If such is done crimes will be prose- 
cuted and the fines should more than pay 
all court expenses. As the law now stands, 
very few people will prosecute crime be- 
cause the people are taxed to prosecute the 
case, and -when conviction results and the 
criminal is ordered to. pav a fine of $50 or 
$100 the three officers named get every cent 
of it, On top of the regular costs in the case. 
The criminal takes the very subsistence of 
his family and pays it into court and these 
three men, under the present law. are made 
richer because some law has been violated 
and the county ts made poecrer. 

The regular fees in al} er!minal cases are 
ample compensation for these three officers 
In connection with the salaries which they 
Bet. Let al} fines and forfeits arising from 
the violationlof criminal laws be paid into 
the county treasury, then the penalties will 
meet the expenses of the prosecutions. and 
if you will relieve the tax payers of the 
expenses of running the courts they will be 
satisfied with the tax reduction at this 
term of the legislature, 

As an Illustration of my position on taxes, 
I refer the readers of Thp Constitution to 
the fall term of Whitfield superior court, 
1897. At this term over four thovsand do!- 
lars of fine money was paid into court by 
the merchants who were indicted for buy- 
ing stolen goods from the notorious car- 
robber, Bohanon. All of this sum went into 
the pockets of three officers, while the peo- 
ple were taxed to pay court expenses. Now, 
if this four thousand dollars had been pald 
into the county treasury the tax rate would 
have been materially lowered and the peo- 
ple would have been benerited by the prose- 
cution of these cases where, as the law 
now is, they have been injured. These of- 
ficers had ample cost in all these cases 
without the fcur thousand dollars fine mon- 
ey which they got. 

I appeal to the legislature not to cut deep 
the pittance appropriated to the old sol- 
diers, who for four years endured agonies 
and privations for the sake of our homes 
and liberties. Tf the knife is keen and ready 
for a cut, turn to the law which gives the 
three offices al] the fines in Georgia and cut 
it from the statute books forever. and stop 
the source of supply which enables a can- 
didate for solicitor general to offer $50 for 
the vote a member of the legislature. Let 
all fines and forfeits be used to bear court 


expenses and taxes lowered without knifing 
the white-halred veteran, who spilled all 
the blood +hhe could spare upon the field of 
battle.

A Poverty Stricken State. 

Editor Constitution—Reading an editorial 
in your last Sunday’s issue under the 
caption ‘‘Meeting the Tax Emergency,” 
suggests a few thoughts on this all-ab- 
sorbing topic, 

I'or the first time a Georgia legislature 
has met and found nothing on hand to 
form the basis of an appropriation, either 
for their own benefit or that of the state 
at large. Am empty treasury, and with 
taxes of all K'nds keyed up te the highest 
possible bexvting point, and their burdens, 
moreover, failing, as they have for years 
past, on the classes of all others least 
able to bear them, is a condition and a 
prospect far from reassuring. It does not 
appear that this anomalous state of affairs 
was known or suspected prior. to the 
actual meeting of the general assembly. 
And now this siurthng ecrdition of things 
contronts a body of legislators the great 
majority, if not a'l, «ef whom were elected 
On the distinct pledges to reduce .and to 
remove the heavv burden of taxation from 
their long suffering una impoverished con- 
stituencies. Traly, it might be said the 
Empire State of the South would be in a 
pitiable conuition just now to meet a seri- 
ous emergency ot any kind. 

in this most unfortunate, 
discteditable state of affairs, the entire 
press of the s.nte and very many of its 
prominent citizens appear to have resolved 
thems? yes, with commendable geal, into 
a voluntary committee of ways and means 
.0 deviso some way of extricating the 
etate from its present awkward dilemma. 
The cominents made and the remedies 
suggested have already been many and 
various--some of them well worth consid- 
ering; others, aS usual] in all such cases, 
worth very little. On one or two leading 
points, however, they all appear to agree 
with remarkable unanimity: First, that 
no further increase of taxes can be borne, 
or will be submitted to. Secondiy, that 
the heavier items of appropriation must be 
cut down, if need be, ruthlessly, and with- 
out fear, favor or affection, or sentimental 
considerations of any kind interfering. 

As to the question of pensions, there 
can be no d@ibt that the state’s pension 
rolls need a careful, a-thoreugh, and above 
all, an honest revision. If this large and 
apparently ever-growing appropriation was 
intended, as it certainly was, only to aid 
the ‘‘needy’”’ soldier and his widow, an im- 
mense reduction would be effected by re- 
sitricting its benefits t» that class alone, 

As to the large public school appropria- 
tion item, much might be said in favor 
of making it an object of reduction in an 
emergency of the kind now confronting 
the state. 

As regards the several deeply and vitally 
interesied. parties who have come forward 
in the columns of The Constitution wich 
almost hysteric anpeuls for the rescue 
of this enormous common school appropria- 
tion, it may be siid that were this item 
four times its present magnitude their ap- 
peals and shrieks for its salvation and 
continuance would be all of that much 
louder. Ail that a plain, common citizen 
and taxpayer can sav of the matter is 
that this burdensome appropriation should 
be alie. after a quarter of a century or 
more of time, to make a hewiter showing 
In the way of beneficial results than it 
has yet done ‘o justify the impoverish- 
inent of an a'reaay overtaxed state and 
perpie to <eep it up.

A NORTHERN CRITIC’ VIEW. 


The Outlook Divides the Responsibility 
for the North Carolina Conflict. 
From The Outlook. 

It is very difficult to secure an accurate 
and impartial statement of the facts re- 
specting the race conflict in North Carolina. 
It is easy for northerners to suppose, as 
some of them appear to do, that the whites 
hate the negroes and are determined to 
have all the offices themselves, even if they 
bave to commit murder to accomplish the 
result, and that the ante-election threats 
and the election riotings were due to this 
anti-negro projudice and this greed of office. 
This explanation is too simple to be true. 
and is not consistent with the course 
which, in the main, throughout the south 
the whites have pursued toward the color- 
ed people, It is also easy to suppose that 
the negroes were stirred up by demagogues, 
that they became rapacious of office, intol- 
erable in office, and that the only way 
left to secure safety to property or person 
was by armed revolution on the part of 
the Whites. This explanation is also too 
simple to be true, and it does not accord 
with what is known of the spirit and con- 
duct of the negroes generaHy throughout 
the south, The truth probably is that 
both elements) combined: in making the 
tragica] affray in the late election in North 
Carolina: anti-negro prejudice on the one 
hand, excited by the course of foolish. 
demagogical, and unscrupulous leaders of 
an ignorant black majority: and anti-negro 
prejudice on the other ‘hand, intensified by 
bitter partisanship. We shall seek in this 
article to give to our northern readers a 
southern view of the election riots and the 
causes which led to them, drawing our 
information wholly from The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, whose correspondent, Mr. Frank 
Weldon, represented that paper in North 
Carolina. 

On Tuesday morning, November 8th, Mr. 
Weldon gave notice through The Constitu- 
tion that revolution was impending; 
“Enough small arms have been imported 
in this state in the last sixty days to equip 
an entire division of the United States 
SPUN. ss The negroes have been get- 
ting guns, and they threaten to go armed 
to the polls in the morning. . In the 
eastern counties the white republicans and 
fusionists have been publicly put on notice 
that if a collision comes they are doomed 
men. The fusionists have made a 
series of blunders. They challenged the 
democrats to raise the race issue; they ap- 
pealed to President McKinley to send fed- 
eral troops here; they had democrats ar- 
rested on testimony so worthless that a 
populist judge dismissed the cases without 
arsument; and they have made their cause 
so disreputable that self-respecting repub- 
licans and populists turned against them 
even more bitterly than the democrats. 
Almost all the northern republicans 
will vote to get rid of negro rule.” The 
Atlanta Constitution adds editorially the 
reason for this determination: “In North 
Carolina, as in Georgia, the republican 
party is the negro party, and the negroes 
Secure the bulk of offices. It is not neces- 
sary to go into details. The result in North 
Carolina was what might have been pre- 
dicted where ignorance, irresponsibility and 
dishonesty joined in the conflict of party 
views. Spoliation, corruption, recklessness 
and a total disregard for the present. or 
future welfare of the state have marked 
the course of negro domination in North 
Carolina. There is no state in the 
north where the people would have sub- 
mitted to such a condition for three 
months.’”’ 

These conditions led on naturally to those 
which characterized election day: A pic- 
ture of the state of affairs in Wilmington, 
N. C., will serve as an illustration: ‘‘The 
entire city is under arms. . In one 
precinct polling place there are three ne- 
groes and twenty-one white men counting 
votes. Around this polling place, lying in 
ambugh, there are perhaps five hundred 
red shirts and fifteen hundred negroes. The 
white men are armed, generally with win- 
chesters, while the negroes have old army 
muskets, shotguns, or pistols. The charac- 
ter of the locality is particularly advan- 
tageous to the negroes, and they know it. 
Hundreds are secreted in near-by high 
weeds, etc., from which deadly volleys 
could be poured into fool-headed red shirts, 
who are absolutely indifferent to their pre- 
carious position. .. A few rods from 
the polling house it is dangerous to rustle 
weeds or make any noise, lest a rock or 
bullet come whizzing uncomfortably near.”’ 

The -purpdse of the whites in thus arming 
was frankly avowed by their leaders, as by 
ex-Congressman Waddell: ‘‘You are Anglo- 
Saxons. You are armed and prepared, and 
you will do your duty. Be ready at a mo- 
ment’s notice. Go to the polls tomorrow, 
and if you find the negro out voting, tell 
him to leave the polls, and if he refuses, 
k‘ll him. €hoot him down in his tracks. 
We shall win tomorrow if we have to do it 
with guns.’’ The result was what might 
have been expected. The negroes in such 
an encounter were no match for the whites. 
Friday morning’s paper announces” the 
death of eight negroes and the wounding 
of three white citizens. The office of a ne- 
gro newspaper was sacked, the press 
demolished, an: the building itself burned. 
It must, we think, be confessed that the 
editorial in the negro paper furnished, not 
a justification, but a great provocation, to 
the mob. Itgcounseled the whites to “‘guard 
their women more closely”’ 
them protécted from assault, and intimated 
that the fault in cases of assault was often 
with the white women as well as with the 
negro men. In ‘Wilmington, where the 
revolution seems to have been at its worst, 
the entire municipal government resigned, 
and the newly elected one took its place 
without waiting for the time when, accord- 
ing to the law, the change would take 
place. The Friday after the election “not 
a city negro was to be seen on the streets. 
Hundreds of negroes, men, women and 
children fled to the woods. Ample 
protection, however, was given to all col- 
ored people who were peaceable and law- 
abiding. All who behaved themselves were 
escorted to and from their work by armed 
white men.” 
We have thus given to our readers a 
southern view of the election riots in North 
Carolina, for the purpose of enabling them 
1o see the event as the southerner himself 
sees it. The Atlanta Constitution appears 
to have made a very honest effort to give a 
true account of all that took place, though 
its hostility to negro rule and its sympathy 
with the revolutionists, though not with all 
their methods, is not denied or concealed. 
Endeavoring here to express a moral judg- 
ment on the event, such as future history 
will express, we do not think that the re- 
sponsibility for the tragedy can be laid 
wholly upon the “red shirts.”’ Its primal 
cause was the unstatemanslike endeavor, 
made at the close of the civil war, to estab- 
lish universal suffrage in the south, with- 
out respect to either intelligence or char- 
acter. We admit the difficulties of the re- 
construction problem. To some extent 
they were insoluble; but they certainly 
could not be solved by the false assumption 
that men graduated from the_ school of 
slavery, some of them as masters, some 
of them as slaves, and some of them as 
‘poor whites,”’ could be left to govern 
themselves on a basis of simple manhood 
suffrage. In the long run and by one 
method or another, the stronger or more 
inteHigent, and those who have the greatest 
interests at stake in any cummunity, will 
assert themselves and direct and geontrol 
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if they wished - 


the government, or at least prevent it from 
becoming intolerable under the control of 
an unintelligent majority. The tragedy 
Was due, secondly, to the :crimina] folly 
of men, so far as we can judge on both 
sides, who stimulated race prejudice and 
helped to bring on a race war. The crime 
was perhaps greater in the demagogical 
leaders of the whites, but the folly was 
greater in the demagogical leaders of the 
negroes. It was due, thirdly, to the ineffi- 
ciency—to put it mildly—of the governor of 
the state, who was bound by. every con- 
sideration of loyalty and honor, and by 
the sanctity of his gubernatorial oath, to 
protect the ballot boxes from violence. His 
attempt to prevent an election riot by in- 
ducing both parties to unite in a common 
ticket was, as we said last week. com- 
mendable. But he ought not to have al- 
lowed armed forces, either black or white, 
to gather in the vicinity of the polls: and 
if he had not the power, owing to the 
feeling in the state, to suppress this un- 
lawful army, he should have appealed to 
the federal government for such force as 
might be necessary to preserve order, which 
it then would have been the duty of the 
president to furnish him. This might have 
resulted in his political death: it might 
even have resulted in his assassination; 
but he lacks in bravery who does not dare 
to hazard both his fortune and his life in 
fulfilling the duties which public office puts 
upon him. 

Revolution is sometimes justified. It doe 
not seem to us justified in this case. It is 
true that ‘“‘home rule’ had been flagrantly 
Violated in Wilmington by a charter which 
trovided for the appointment of five mem- 
bers of the council by the governor of the 
state, for party ends; true that under the 
government thus organized the policemen 
and most of the sanitary inspectors were 
negroes; true that it is alleged that, as a 
result, the city had ‘‘been terrorized by a 
criminal element of the blacks.’’ But it is 
also true—a fact Which The Washington 
Post brings out—that the state, by a tre- 
mendous majority, had elected, without the 
aid of red shirts and shotguns, a legisla- 
ture which had both the will and the 
power to correct these evils and re-establish 
a better government in the city. It is proh- 
able that this revolution will put an end 
at present to what is known as negro 
domination in eastern North Carolina. But 
it has been accomplished by violent meth- 
ods which cannot be justified. None the 
less it foretokens a truth which it will be 
well for the whole nation to learn, apropos 
of the new issues which lie before it in the 
Philippines. Mere numbers cannot perma- 
rently confer political power. A sitbject 
race can beceme politically powerful only 
as it becomes virtuous. self-restrained. and 
intelligent. If anv reliance can be placed 
on the southern view of the North Carolina 
revolution, the negro domination in Wil- 
mington. if not in the ‘wh le of eastern 
North Carolina, was a domination of an 
ignorant and unirtelligert people following 
foolish, not to say unscrupulous, leaders. 
It has been ended by 2 revolution which 
was criminal] because it Was needless.

Atlanta never does anything by 
halves, and the fact that her citizens are 
determined to make the Jubilee a success 
is sufficient evidence that it will be a mast 
emphatic and glorious success. 

Schedule of Events. 

The programme to be outlined by the exe- 
cutive committee this morning will be as 
follows, so far as the principal events are 
concerned: 

The president and his party will arrive 
in the city over the Southern railway Wed- 
nesday morning, and will be met by the 
executive committee of the Jubilee general 
committee. The president will travel in a 
special train, furnished especially for his 
benefit, and it will be a veritable traveling 
palace. The railway officials say this train 
will be one of the handsomest that has ever 
come south. 

The ladies of the president's party will be 
met by the ladies of the Jubilee committee, 
headed by Mrs. A. B. Steel, chairman. 
There will be a breakfast in honor of the 
party at noon at one of the leading hotels. 

The president and his party will be form- 
ally received by the governor and the gen- 
erg] assembly at noon, after which Mr. Mc- 
Kinley will hold a public reception in the 
corridors of the capito! This will give 
everybody an opportunity to grasp the 
president's hand and bid him welcome. 

The floral parade will occur Wednesday 
afternoon. This will be decidedly one of the 
most beautifu] sights of the Jubilee. There 
will be several hundred artistically decorat- 
ed carts and carriages in line, and there is 
already great competition for the prjzes. 
This parade will be headed by one of the 
finest brass bands in the United States, 
probably Sousa, Herbert. Innes, or the 
Marine Band. at Washington. al] of whom 
Chairman West is now in correspondence 
with. 

There will be a reception in honor of the 
president at the Caplia!l City Club early 
that evening, and the grand bicycle parade 
will occur at 8 Oclock that night, when 
1,500 wheelmen on gayly decorat:d bikes, 
will parade the streets. The effect will b2 
strikingiy beautiful. 

The grand military and civic pageant will 
take place Thursday morning at 11 o'clock. 
This will be one of the most magnificent 
sights ever Witnessed in the country.

INTEREST- WHICH THE LEGISLATURE 


WILL CONSIDER DURING SESSION’S SECOND HALF 


Of the Fifty Days Allowed by Law Twenty-Five Will Be Up Tomorrow, and as Yet 
No Important Bills Have Been Finally Passed Upon, but the Committees 
Are Getting Affairs in Good Shape--A Comment Upon Ex-Governor 
Atkinson’s Tax Articles-Odds and Ends of Legislative Gossip. 


With the first half of the legislative ses- 
sion a matter of history, the members will, 
on Wednesday morning, have to get to 
work in earnest in order that the many 
important measures now pending may, 
efter they emerge from committees, re- 
ceive pruper consideration on the floor. 
Both branctes of the general assembly 
this year have shuwn an unmistakable 
disposition ‘o go behind committee reports 
and to ins‘st upon a full and free discus- 
sion in cpen session, and as these dis- 
cussions necessarily require time—some- 
times as much as several days’ time—k 
is highiy in.portant that the committees 
having such bills as appropriations, tax 
reform, twllot reform, prison regulations, 
etc., in charge complete their work and 
report it back as speedily as possible. This 
they are erdeavoring to do, and the sev- 
eral chairmen are calling meetings just 
ag frequently as the members can find 
time or disposition to attend, but it is a 
regrettable fact that some members are 
not as attentive to committee work as 
the present condition of affairs requires 
them to be. There is an unfortunate prece- 
dem which leads all Georgia legislatures, 
some unaccowntable reason, to drift 
leisurely with the legislative tide during 
the first half or two-thirds of the session, 
and then to work like steam engines dur- 
ing the last couple of weeks. 

Chairman Chappell is working his com- 
mittee hard to complete the appropria- 
tions bill, for he rightly anticipates a 
lengthy debate over it in the house. Chair- 
man Freeman will not frame a tax bill 
until Speaker Little produces his prom- 
ised measure, but he is up-to-date in all 
else. Chairman Slaton, of the general ju- 
d:ciary, deserves credit for the promptness 
with which he hafidles bills assigned him, 
and ¢he same may, in all truth, be said 
of all chairmen, in the senate as well as 
in the house. But a chairman fs not a 
whole committee, and the failure of sev- 
eral called meetings last week, before two 
or three of which important measures are 
pending, was due to the lack of a quorum.

AT THE CATHEDRAL.

BPBeeseseeeeeeeeee ee 

At St. Philip's cathedral yesterday morn- 
ing Rev. Albion W. Knight, the rector, 
delivered a sermon summing ¥ 
done in the parish during the 
year just ended. The facts and figures that 
he gave will be of interest to members of 
the church throughout che diocese. 

The occasion was also the fifth 
versary of Mr. Knight's official connection 
with the cathedral—which fact he remind- 
e@ the congregation of in his introductory 
words. 

“Five years have gone,’ said Mr. Knight, 
“almost one-tenth of the whole life of the 
parish. It is almost the longest pastorate 
in the fifty-two years of kts history. It 
seems but yesterday that our relationship 
began—what changes have been wrought 
since then only those who hive journeyed 
with us during the period can realize. 
Despair and despondency have given place 
to hope and expectation. We have begun 
to realize that there is nothing impossible 
in God’s word and we sometimes wonder 
that we could have been faithless in 
supposing that God would allow the work 
to come to death. We marvel! within our- 
selves at the amount which He has per- 
mitted us to do. The past twe:ve months 
plucked out of the sixty find in them fully 
as much or more accomplished than in 
any of the other twelve. 

‘Statistics do not reach the heart of 
things, but they give us some insight into 
what we are doing. Briefly, to summarize 
some of these, we find: 

“That the baptisms have been thirty-four 
during the year as compared with nine- 
teen for the corresponding period of che 
year before, showing an increase of about 
76 per cent. 

“The confirmations have been thirty-one 
as compared with thirty-eight for the pe- 
riod before. This would indicate a falling 
off, but it must be borne in mind that 
those from the- missions came to the 
cathedral to be confirmed up to the past 
year. It is only during the past twelve 
months that the bishops have visited the 
missions for confirmation. If, therefore, 
the mission people were deducted from 
the thirty-eight, it would be found that 
there was an actual increase last vear. 

“The marriages have been fifteen 
Bgainst ¢welve, an increase here 
per cent. 

“The burials are an indication 
growing desire tc call upon our beloved 
church for its ministrations. We find that 
these have increased from twenty-two to 
thirty-one—nearly ® per cent. It is when 
the heart is bowed down with sorrow and 
grief, and its own pride and prejudice is 
crushed, that it turns to those sources 
where it may look for the most comfort. 
It is of the burial office that we hear from 
those who walk not with us the highest 
words of commendation and admiration. 
It is the oceasion when all shades of opin- 
fon get together and participate in our 
Bervice. It is a growing tendency, and is 
doing much toward breaking down the 
barrier of prejudice by which We are sur- 
rounded. 

“I would fain give you some statements 
of financial matters, but regret that I can- 
not do so in detail. I can only say that ¢he 
aggregate of contributions has very mate- 
rially inereased. There have been many 
individual gifts which have gone toward 
beautifying and improving the church. 
These gifts, if aggregated, would mount 
up into the thousands. The chancel has 
been paved throughout in mosiac—the gift 
of one man. The dwarf screen of marble 
is the gift of another. The handsome crose 
upon the altar—a magnificent alms basin 
of hammered brass—the entire renovation 
and preservation of the exterior of the 
cathedral—these each have been borne 
Willingly and voluntarily by individual) 
members as memorials of some dear one 
who has been taken away from them.

‘“*Your bodies’ may Mean, yourstives, as 
representing the whole person; but in con- 
trast with the succeeding verse it seems 
to make prominent the body itself, and it 
is of practical value to recognize the sig- 
nificance of this appeal: as the body is the 
chosen means which God nas selected by 
which to communicate to us His will, when 
His word became flesh and dwelt among us. 
It is while we are in the body that God 
acquaints us with His plans and offers us 
lt is while in the body we are 
called to hear and believe, and while in 
the body we bear testimony to the world 
at large; being ‘living epistles, known and 
read of all men.’ 

“The word ‘sacrifice’ 
separation, as in the selection, and conse- 
cration, as in the dedication of a victim in 
the Old Testament ritua!.
